Judging from tho litigation 
which has arisen from the shoot- 
ing, in this town, of a licensed but 
uucollared dog, by a person not 
authorized to act as a dog officer, it 
may riot be amiss to print a copy 
of that portion of Sec. 2 of Chapter 
163, of the Revised Statutes, that 
relates to this subject. 

“Every owner or keeper of a dog 
more than four months old shall annu¬ 
ally, before the first day of April, cause 
it to be registered, numbered, described 
and licensed for one year from the first 
day of April, in the office of the clerk of 
the city, town or plantation where said 
dog is kept, and shall keep around its 
neck a collar distinctly marked with 
the owner's name and its registered 
number.” 

Sec. 0. The mayor of each city, the 
selectmen of towns and the assessors of 
plantations shall annually within ten 
days from the first day of May issue a 
warrant to one or more police officers 
or constables directing them to proceed 
forthwith either to kill or cause to he 
killed all dogs within such city, town 
and plantation not licensed and collared 
or inclosed according to the provisions 
of this act, and to enter complaint 
against the owners or keepers thereof.

IN ARIZONA. 

Phoenix, Ariz., Aug. 18—A 
heavy rain of half an hour’s dura¬ 
tion occurred at Liza City, eighteen 
miles east of here, accompanied 
by a heavy fall of hail, an unusual 
occurrence in this region.

GULF STATES. 

New Orleans, Aug. 18.—The 
storm which has been sweeping 
the gulf coast from Pensacola and 
moving westward, during the past 
two days, has prostrated tele¬ 
graph and telephone wires; The 
greatest fears have been entertain¬ 
ed for the safety of the people* liv¬ 
ing at Port Eads, which is the' 
mouth of the Mississippi river, 
and for the ships that started for 
sea just before the storm began. 

A man who left Port Eads 
at 2 o’clock Wednesday, describes 


the storm which swept that sec¬ 
tion as a regular tidal wave: 

The government boat, Gen. 
Reese, is believed to have been 
lost. , 

The steamboat Buras was driv¬ 
en ashore near the lighthouse and 
later it was reported that she had 
sunk. Her crew were said to have 
been saved. The tugboat Velasco 
with tv\ r o barges, is believed to 
have gone down. If this is true, 
20 more people have been drown¬ 
ed. 

Much damage has been done at 
Shelback, a settlement on Lake 
Borgne. All the buildings there 
have been swept away and there 
are reports of losses of life among 
the fishermen. At Milneburg the 
steamer Neptune, tied up to a pier¬ 
head, pounded herself to pieces 
and sank., 

A coal fleet of 24 barges belong¬ 
ing to the Monongahela coal com¬ 
pany wa-, anchored at Coalport. 
Six of them with an Aggregate* 
capacity of 60,000 tons of coal, 
sank. The towboat Henry Max, 
belonging to the Interstate Trans¬ 
portation company pounded a hole 
in her bottom at Graetna,' this 
morning and sank.

Leeds, Aug. 15.—The celebration 
of the 100 th anniversary of the 
town of Leeds to-day brought out 
more than 2000 person's," and the 
affair was most successful in every 
way. The celebration began with 
a salute of fifty guns at sunrise 
and closed with a grand ball this 
evening. One of the features of 
the day was a big street parade, 
but the greatest attention was at¬ 
tracted by the literary exercises 
in an enormous canvas tent at 
Leeds Centre this afternoon. The 
orator of the day was Gen. O. O. 
Howard. Hon. George Parcher 
acted as president. Hon. Frank 
M. Higgins acted as toastmaster, 
and the address of welcome was 
by F. H. Herrick. Among the 
other speakers was Prof. Bateman, 
who took for his subject, “The 
Anglo Saxon in War and Peace.”

How to Clean Clothe*. 

A saturated solution of borax and 
water rubbed on with a sponge, then 
followed by clear water, will remove 
a glaze, the result of wear, from black 
goods. 

Borax Is one of the best things for 
the removal of grease spots from wool¬ 
en goods. A cleaning mixture of which 
it forms an important part Is made by 
dissolving, one ounce of powdered borax 
in one quart of boiling water and set¬ 
ting it aside to cool. When quite cold, 
add one ounce of spirits of camphor, 
and It Is ready for use. 

For some cleaning purposes the ma¬ 
terials are commonplace articles to be 
found in every household. A cut raw 
potato may be turned to good account 
when you get mud stains on your black 
dress, The mud should be left to dry 
< before any attempt Is made to remove 
it. Brush it off as thoroughly as you 
can ‘after It has dried and then If any 
stains remain rub the cut surface of a 
raw potato over the spots. 

To remove grease spots from silk 
moisten .the spots With chloroform and 
rub with a cloth till dry. 


How to Clean Embossed Leather. 

Turpentine is recommended by a wo¬ 
man who has tried it as a satisfactory 
cleaner for embossed leather. It 
should be applied with a soft cloth. 
This removes the stain, but slightly 
stiffens the leather, which- must be 
made pliable again by rubbing briskly 
with crude oil. Use a very little oil 
and. go over the piece with a clean cloth 
upon which there is no oil, as care must 
be taken to get all the surface grease 
off to prevent soiling the clothes. 


How to Serve Spinach. 

After spinach has been cooked till 
tender set it in- the oven to dry for ten 
minutes, After that cuT it up and 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and a little 
dry mustard. Now add for each pint 
a teaspoonful each of oil and vinegar, 
dropping them in alternately, Stir the 
spinach well, so that the seasoning 
may reach every part, and servo on 
slices of toast. Either poached eggs 
or sliced hard boiled eggs may he 
placed on top.

How 16 Make Sherbet. 

To onq quart of scalded milk grate 
the yellow rind of fine lemon, After 
this mixture has become, thoroughly 
cold strain It. Then to four cups of 
sugar add the strained juice of three 
lemons and four oranges, Mix this 
with the cold, milk, add the beaten 
whites of five fresh eggs and freeze 
the same as ice cream. Serve in bas¬ 
kets made from oranges, the handles 
being tied ‘with narrow' white ribbon. 


How to Stew Sweetbreads. 

Soak a calf’s sweetbread for two 
hours in. salted water to whiten it. 
Lay It in a pan with Sufficient water 
to cover it and bring gently to the boll, 
Lay the sweetbread in a small pan/ 
cover With milk and water, a bay leaf, 
two peppercorns and a little salt, . Sim¬ 
mer slowly for about half an hour, 
Serve on a slice of toast and, if al¬ 
lowed, thicken the liquid with a little

Patience nml Pnsli tlie Sure Way to 
a Profitable Poultry Easiness'. 

poultry and egg raising is eminently 
adapted to the person with small capi¬ 
tal who is anxious that the investment 
pay without running too great risk, 
©ne may begin in the most humble 
Vfly iii poultry raising, and then gradu¬ 
ally increase the size of the plant as 
conditions warrant. It is really a case 
of learning a business while slowly in¬ 
vesting capital in it. And this is really 
the best and most sensible way of ap¬ 
proaching the business. To start in 
with all the capital invested at first, 
and then learn later by bitter experi¬ 
ence', is just the way to get discour¬ 
aged and find that there is no money 
in the business. 

With the smallest amount of capital 
one can go into the business, especially 
If there is a suitable place at hand for 
the work, One can rent a Small poul¬ 
try farm and then learn by experience, 
even raising fruits and vegetables the 
.first few years to help pay the expenses 
of« living. Ultimately, however, the 
ambition should be placed on chicken 
and egg raising for the purpose of mas¬ 
tering it as a specialty. 

Let one begin, with 50 hens and find 
out the first season wbat can be done 
.[jWitk that number, From this stock be 
can prepare his next season’s increase 
Without further calling upon his capi¬ 
tal. By method of exchange of eggs 
with neighbors near or, distant new 
blood can be introduced, and there will 
not be much danger of close inbreeding. 

In many places there is a regular 
system of exchange of eggs in this way, 
and at very little expense new breeds 
are constantly being added. From the 
50 bens of the first season the flock 
can he increased to 200 for the second. 
Tf you have been successful with the 
50, you are probably prepared the sec¬ 
ond year to handle 200, especially if 
proper bouses and yards have been pre¬ 
pared in advance. That is very essen¬ 
tial, and throughout the whole devel¬ 
opment of the business never neglect 
to increase the quarters of the hens 
and chickens in proportion to their in¬ 
crease in numbers. , 

With plenty 5 of accommodations and 
fair success the second year the begin¬ 
ner might well increase bis stock to 
500 for the-third year. The fourth 
year he might go up to 700 or 800 and 
the fifth season round out the business 
with an even 1,000. -“When you have 
reached that number, the plant is a 
pretty good sized one, and its further 
increase must be made gradually. There 
are poultry farms of 5,000 and 10,000 
hens, but the owners have learned by 
careful experience bow to handle such 
numbers in the most economical way. 
Any beginner, of course, can grow up 
to such proportions if he has the push 
and go and the good business common 
sense which enables him to raise and 
sell to the best possible advantage, 
concludes an American Cultivator cor¬ 
respondent.

Waldo F. Brown in Prairie Farmer 
has the following to say about cement 
floors: I write from the standpoint of 
experience on this subject, as it is now 
about ten years since I put in my first 
stable floor of cement, and I had been 
watching and inspecting cement floors 
in stables for several years before lay¬ 
ing mine. Tlieijp is no comparison for 
durability between a cement floor and 
wood floor, as I.' Relieve the former will 
last without repairs „for 100 years if 
made of the best material and properly 
laid down, while I have rarely been 
able to get a plank floor that would last 
ten. years, and unless made of the best 
oak lumber it usually begins to give 
way in half that time. There are 
other advantages in the cement floor 
besides its durability, one of which is 
that by its use all of the liquid manure 
is saved, and another and still more 
important is that there will be no foul 
odors in the stable with this kind of a 
floor, ^for the cement will not absorb a 
particle of urine, and if cleaned as it 
should be every day and a little fresh 
bedding added the air of the stable will 
remain pure and sweet., What I say 
applies only to floors made of Portland 
cement. 

Farm Fences. 

Bad fences have been a trouble to 
every rural community frorn the earli¬ 
est history to the present day.- ' Neigh¬ 
borhood rows and feuds and aggravat¬ 
ing litigation and even bloodshed have 
resulted from defective fences. Wood¬ 
en fences, whether of rails, poles or 
boards, are a standing menace to the 
public peace wherever they exist, and 
but little better is a wire fence that 
does not effectively serve its purpose. 


, With the old method of testing the 
cows with 'the'churn mighty little test¬ 
ing was done on the average dairy 
farm, and the seven day test was about 
the only one known of, and qf course 
we took the seven best days when the 
cow was in her flush, says L. W.'Ligh- 
ty in National Stockman. What good is 
that to the practical business dairy- 
|man? What does that cow do the other 
358 days? In a few cases I know of she 
tried her best to get over the effects of 
the seven day test. 

What we want to know, is how much 
butter fat is contained in the cow’s 
milk and how many pounds of milk the 
cow gives in one year, not a day or a 
week when in flush on feed that possi¬ 
bly costs twice as much as the product 
is worth. . 

The method I use for testing dairy 
cows is not at all original with me, but 
is used by the foremost dairymen of 
the land, and from years of observation 
and experience I feel conscientious in 
recommCnfling it as practical for, all 
dairymen and farmers who depend on 
their cows for the main money crop.

These: may not be so 
bad as basements, but they are’'bad 
enough.

If every dairy farmer will plan to 
make an {effort to establish a seeding 
of alfalfa and will try soy beans, 
cowpeas, Canada peas, crimson clover 
and any other, nitrogenous plant suit¬ 
able to his climate and farm opera¬ 
tions, we shall see the beginning of the 
solution of the protein problem and a 
relaxation of the squeezing of the 
trusts, controlling the protein of com¬ 
merce,’ says'a Pennsylvania correspond¬ 
ent of Hoard’s Dairyman. 

Then the farmer who knows it is 
best and wisest to balance bis ration 
will do so from the fullness of his Own 
harvest. With the experiment station 
of New Jersey, where they do possibly 
as little guessing on practical farm 
matters as at any station in the coun¬ 
try, authority for the statement that 
over six tons of alfalfa, almost equal 
to as many tons of good wheat bran, 
were produced last season per acre, no 
progressive dairyman has an excuse 
for not having at least a trial patch of 
alfalfa. 

Three tons of cowpea hay can be 
raised per acre on good ground, and if 
one must have meal to supplement the 
silage the cowpea hay may be ground 
into meal and make as much milk as 
its weight in best wheat bran. 

Ten tons of soy beans can be cut 
green to mix with the corn in the silo 
from an acre or from 20 to 30 bushels 
of seed harvested. .This seed ground 
to meal will give about three times as 
much digestible protein as is found in 
the same weight of wheat bran and 
three times as much fat as in corn. 

By devoting less range of pasturage 
to the eows and practicing summer 
soiling, or, better, substituting the sum¬ 
mer silo, a fair proportion of the land' 
heretofore used for pasture can be 
utilized for the growing of some of 
these protein crops and next winter’s 
ration not only be balanced, • but the

The Experience of a former # 
Bethel Lady told by Herself # 

v : j®. 

Sunday morning, June 16.— 
There is strong hope that we will 
arrive in Nome before we sleep 
again, and if the ice does not both 
er us too much, we may get in be¬ 
fore evening, but if we have tb trav¬ 
el out of our course to avoid that, 
why, then we will be later. Wp 
are in sight of St. Lawrence island, 
this morning, but will be obliged 
to circle around an immense ice 
field, The two steamers which 
joined us Friday, are still with us, 
It is very bard to realize that it is 
summer. All the ice we have seen 
this morning |js covered With 
light, fresh snow. The land we 
saw yesterday and .that which we 
have seen to-day, looks like it does 
at home about April 1, brown 
fields with scattered snowbanks, 
and the hills and mountains well 
capped with snow- 

Nome, Alaska, June 17.—We are 
here at last. We dropped anchor 
at 5 p. m., Sunday, and after wait¬ 
ing for the inspector to do his duty, 
we left the boat about 7 p. m. We 
had to anchor one and one-half 
miles from the shore and go on 
shore in launches, towboats, or any 
thing handy. It was a sight to be 
remembered.

A whaling boat with some pas¬ 
sengers arrived here May 26, and a 
small steamer, The Nome City, a 
wooden bo^f, got in about June 5, 
and those were the only boats in 
before yesterday, and let me tell 
you, those boats unloaded on the 
ice, over two miles from shore, and 
went out on the ice with teams 
and hauled in the freight and pas¬ 
sengers. One team broke through 
into the water, but the horses were 
saved. Yesterday, five passenger 
boats came in, ours being the third 
boat. It was a beautiful day; the 
sun shone and it was quite warm, 
with no wind, so we could land 
easily. People have been kept on 
a steamer here a week after drop¬ 
ping anchor, before the surf would 
let a boat get to them. There is no 
harbor at all. The season is very 
backward; two weeks later than 
last year. 

Nome is built close to the shore, 
and consists of a goodly bunch of 
buildings, some quite imposing 
ones, two stories high, but mostly 
one story buildings; some with 
windows, others just;,little shacks 
with no wiudows, and a great, 
many tents, and they are dropped 
down in the most irregular man¬ 
ner, and there is mud and garbage 
of all sorts everywhere. There has 
been no rain yet, but thq mud is 
awful. One can get about town 
with rubber boots on very well, 
but outside, the traveling is well 
nigh impossible. The miners can 
do notliiug on their claims for two 
weeks yet. 

Nearly two thousand people 
landed yesterday, and they are a 
rather sorry .looking set. Some 
have already bought their return 
tickets. I am feeling very well 
and am glad to get off that old boat! 
The lady whom. I accompanied to 
this horthiand, has a good little 
one-story house of six rooms all 
papered and painted and carpeted. 
We shall stop here about two 
weeks. Her son came out from the 
Kougarok district, a few day ago, 
and he said he had to travel in 
Blush about to his waist, a great 
deal of the way. I am glad I came 
up here, but really I do not care to 
settle here. The winter has:been 
very severe. Many of the people 
lost feet or hands from freezing, 
and when the snow went off many 
bodies were found; yet everybody 
is crazy to get up here. 

. 2 hours later.—Well, I bear a 
steamer is going out to-night, so I 
Will just finish this letter and send 
It along, hoping you will get it all 
right. 

Nome, Alaska, June 22.—Well, 
I have not heard from you yet, but 
probably will before we leave here 
as tho Ice is not out of tho rivers 
yet in the Kougarok district. This 
bids fair to'be a very hard season 
as the ice (and snow are so late get¬ 
ting away, The mud in the main 
street is to the horses’ knees and 
the only 1 ‘eaSon why it is not deep¬ 
er is because the ice is Still solid 
at that depth. % thought I had 


never djd until I 
came here. I sat up and read last 
night until 12 o’clock, just to see 
how it would seem, It was a 
cloudy night but the light was as 
good to read fine print as at noon¬ 
day. . 

The peo pie who have been in 
here long enough to see th'e ice 
come and go, are called “sour¬ 
doughs,” and those who have not 
are called “cheechacos” (ehee-cta alk- 
ers), so, although I havo come al 1 
this distance, I’ll go out a chee- 
chaco.

USES OF PAR AFFIN. 

Row It Aids the Housekeeper In the 
Practice of Economy. 

. No product of petroleum lias a great¬ 
er variety of household uses than ire- 
fined paraffin. This is because it ex¬ 
cels any other known product in the 
ideal quality of its service and its econ¬ 
omy of price, 

As housekeepers become acquainted 
With its virtues they find that nothing 
else is as clean or as pure or as taste¬ 
less or as odorless; • Moreover, it is not 
affected by air, acid or water. 

Prominent among the many uses to 
Which it is now applied are for sealing 
cans in preserving fruits and jellies, in 
laundry by rubbing on irons and mix¬ 
ing with hot starch, for coating wood¬ 
en vessels, preserving eggs, flowers and 
autumn leaves, for polishing floors and 
making wax flowers. 

In sealing cans the paraffin wax 
should be melted and a layer;, about 
one-eighth of an inch thick poured over 
the top of the preserve, allowing it to 
stand until the paraffin becomes hard, 
when it will form a sealing absolutely 
airtight. No other covering is necessa¬ 
ry. When the preserve is to be used, 
the paraffin should be loosened by run¬ 
ning a knife around the edge, after 
which the wax can be easily removed. 
Jellies and fruits sealed in this manner 
retain their natural delicious flavors 
and are effectually protected against 
mold and bisects. 

In seailing bottles the cork should 
be forced into the neck of the bottle in 
order to form a shallow cup on the top. 
Then fill this cup with melted paraffin, 
allowing it to harden. 

In the laundry about one-half a tea¬ 
cup of paraffin shavings put into a boil¬ 
er of hot water gives a dainty white¬ 
ness to the linen and other wash fab¬ 
rics, It will not injure the most deli¬ 
cate fabrics, gnd by its use the family 
washing can he done in about one-half 
the usual time, and it saves the neces¬ 
sity of hard rubbing and scrubbing. 
Irons can be kept smooth, bright and 
clean by rubbing them on a piece of 
paraffin covered with muslin, and a 
luster will be given to the linen by 
mixing a small piece of "paraffin with 
the hot starch. Laundry tubs, ice cream 
freezers—in fact, all wooden vessels 
when coated with paraffin—will last- 
much longer than ordinarily.—House¬ 
hold Gazette. } 


■ How to Hake Rhubarb Fie. 

Skin and chop two cups of rhubarb 
before measuring. Mix V/ 4 . cups of 
sugar and two tablespo'onfuls of flour 
together and add to the rhubarb; then 
add the yolks of two eggs slightly beat¬ 
en and one tablespoonful of butter. 
Line a pie plate with plain paste. Fill 
With the mixture and bake in a mod¬ 
erate oven until the rhubarb is soft. 
Cover with a meringue made of the 
whites beaten stiff, add two tablespoon¬ 
fuls of powdered sugar and continue 
beating. Pile lightly on the pie and 
bake In a slow oven about 15 minutes. 
If the rhubarb is scalded before using, 
some of its acidity Is lost, so less sugar 
Is required. 


How to Hake Corned Beef Hash, 

Chop the trimmings and poorer por¬ 
tions of meat very fine, being careful- 
to remove the stringy merhbranes, 
gristly portions and fine bones. Chop 
an equal amount of cold potatoes, and 
add one tablespoonful of onion juice' 
for each pint of mixture. Season highly 
with pepper and carefully with salt. 
Moisten with the meat liquor and turn 
into a skillet with hot beef dripping 
to cover the bottom. Let it cook slowly, 
until a brown crust has formed, then 
fold over and turn out. If may be 
served without the crust if preferred.

In a profitable dairy cows must be 
kept clean and in proper condition. Gur- 
yy regularly. Cows should never be 
milked outdoors when raining, as the 
dirty water runs off the cow and would 
likely drop in the milk pail, says a Ma¬ 
ryland dairymaid in Farm and Home. 
When cows are driven from the pas¬ 
ture under cover to be milked, they 
should be wiped dry before milking. 
Whether the cow is wet or not the ud¬ 
der should be Wiped clean to remove 
dirt or lobse hair, which too often falls 
into'the milk. 

Milk should be 'strained through a 
sieve into clean, cool -crocks. Milk 
should never be strained into freshly 
washed crocks, or into crocks that have 
not been washed, Crocks should be 
scalded thoroughly and washed and set 
In the open air. Cream should be skim¬ 
med as soon as In a skimming condi¬ 
tion. Set cream in a cool, dean, well 
aired jar, not in a freshly washed, dirty 
or hot receptacle. 'Do not put off churn¬ 
ing too long or the cream will spoil, es¬ 
pecially in summer. 

Keep the churn well aired when not 
in use. Wipe the churn carefully with 
a clean cloth, then put in the dasher 
and pour in boiling water, dash around 
until wet all over the inside, let stand 
five minutes, then draw water off, put 
in the cream as soon as water is drawn, 
and churn until done. When cream is 
hard to churn, a cupful of boiling water 
is often helpful. Wash butter thorough¬ 
ly and get all the milk out. 

The print should be put in a pan to 
scald with boiling water and then put 
in cold water. Then stamp the butter 
and set it in a cool place. The cellar, 
pantry, springhouse or wherever the 
milk is placed should be free from all 
dirt Fish, cooked cabbage or anything 
with a perceptible odor, should never 
be kept t near milk, .-butter or cream. 
The covers of milk, butter or cream re¬ 
ceptacles should be kept scrupulously, 
dean and after being- washed aired In 
the sunlight Nevter use milk from an 
unhealthy cow. 


Beit Time to Freshen Cows, 
There is no room for further discus¬ 
sion of the‘question as to whether it is 
more profitable to have cows freshen 
in the spring or In the fall, says 
Hoard’s Dairyman. It has been tried 
too often and under too widely differ¬ 
ing conditions, and without exception, 
so far as we are advised, the cow that 
freshens in the fall will yield more 
milk in 12 months, and the milk and 
its products are worth more money. 
The best plan of all probably Is to 
have cows freshen at different times in 
the year—say three-fourths of them 
from .September to January and the 
others at intervals throughout the bal¬ 
ance of the year.

Add one quart of 
milk, stir until it boils; then put In 
six hard boiled eggs, chopped fine, .two 
table spoon fills of salt and a dash of 
pepper. Sprinkle the top with bread 
Crumbs moistened with melted buttep 
and bake in a quick oven for 15 min¬

How to Make Strawberry Shortcake. 

One pint of flour, one ounce of but¬ 
ter, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
pint of cream, one quart box of straw* 
berries, one teaspoonful of baking pow¬ 
der, sugar and milk, stem the berries, 
sweeten to taste and slightly mash 
them with a wooden spoon, Rub the 
butter into the flour, then add the salt, 
baking powder and sufficient milk to 
make a soft dough; mix quickly, roll 
opt about Vfi inches 'in 'thickness, put 
into a greased, large, square baking 
pan and bake in a very quick oven for 
20 minutes, When.done, take from the 
oven, split in-halves anct- spread each 
half lightly with butter. Place the 
lower half in a large meat plate; put 
half the berries on this, then cover 
with the other half of the shortcake; 
cover this with the remaining half,of 
the berries, pour the cream, around and- 
serve immediately.—Mrs. Rorer. 


How tb Cream Clams. 

Scald the clams in their own liquor. 
If opened by steaming, they are suffi¬ 
ciently cooked. Chop them into fine 
dice and measure. To each cupful of 
chopped clams add one cupful of thick 
cream sauce. - For one cupful of sauce 
put into a saucepan one tablespoonful 
of butter. When melted, stir in one.ta- 
blespoonful of flour. Cook but do hot 
brown it. Then add slowly one-half 
cupful of clam liquor and one-half cup¬ 
ful of milk or cream; season with pep¬ 
per and salt, Let it cook Until a 
smooth, thick cream, stirring- all the 
time.; add the clams, only, just before 
serving. Pour the mixture over small 
pieces of toast : i 


through a colander. Add a” teaspoon- 
I ful of onion juice; beat the yolk of an 
egg light and stir into three glasses of 
milk, Add the spinach and let it come 
to the boiling point. This soup is not 
only food, but tonic, both spinach and 
yolk of egg containing iron in its most 
available form.
